St. Louis, April 6.— In the journey from Cali- 
fornia, Felix Carr, b. c.

querque. Trainer baker brought back twenty 
horses and the stable is thirty-five strong and 
in preparation for racing. Among the lot are :

Jacob Cochran has hisjhands full looking after 
a big string of about thirty belonging to Louis 
Ezell and Ed Corrigan. Ezell’s are all 2-year- 
olds, and a finer looking lot of youngsters it 
would be hard to find in the West. Dutch Valet, 
the Teuton-Lady’s Maid colt, greatly resembles 
his well-known half brother, Service. A filly by 
Colonel Clark is another gem in the Ezell bunch. 
She looks something like Lottie Mills, who was 
about the best mare ever sired by Colonel Clark. 
A colt by Forester is also one that attracts great 
attention. 

The Corrigan string is headed by Vassal Lin- 
seed and a 3-year-old brother to Riley, Linseed 
was a fair 2-year-old, nut he has not been heard 
of much since. Vassal is looking well, but his 
legs are not sound. The brother to Riley is 
troubled with the same complaint. 

Corrigan’s 2-year-olds are mostly by Lew Weir. 
They look well and are said to be as promising 
as could be expected considering that they are 
backward. 

In a personal letter to a Chicago relative, an 
English turfman interestingly describes the 
estate of the Duke of Westminster over whose 
stud, Bend ’Or, Ormonde’s sire, still reigns. 
Ormonde was sold by the Duke to Senor Boucau 
of Argentina, because he had become a roarer. 
The South American paid some $80,000 for the 
horse, and made a profit of $45,000 or so by his 
sale to W. O B. Macdonough. Westminster 
built a church on the Yorkshire estate with 
Ormonde’s purchase price. Bend Or’s fees from 
forty mares at $500 each is an annual fund for 
charitable purposes. The estate is ten miles 
across. Every dam on it roams in a ten acre 
field enclosed by stone walls eight feet high. 

; Each yearling and two-year-old has a paddock 
to itself similarly walled of two acres. The 
mares and youngsters never see each other. 
Solitude is evidently a successful item in turf 
rearing, juding from the successes of the Duke 
of Westminster in a racing way.

MIDDLEWEIGHT CHAMPIONS. 

The middleweight championship just now is 
almost as much a theme for dispute as the 
heavyweight. As in the heavyweight niche, too, 
Fitzsimmons is the anarchist. The Kangaroo 
lays claim to three championships, viz. : heavy, 
middle, and the 150-poui:d division. The first 
two are old classes ; the last is a new* kind of 
division not generally recognized, but men often 
match and fight at it, both in this country and 
in Australia. Fitz thus wants everything in 
sight. 

The 150-pound credentials of Fitzsimmons are 
based on his performance with Jack Dempsey. 
In that fight Fitzsimmons had such an easy 
thing that it surprised him. He weighed in at 
150*4 pounds. He claims that he can reach 150 
today as easily as ever. For several years Fitz 
has been recognized as the middleweight cham- 
pion of the world. Since his search after the 
pennant of the top class, however, not so much 
is heard concerning his middleweight honor. I 
do not know just now whether there are any 
precede its in the chronicles of the ring as to 
hqw many championships of classes a tighter 
can hold. From a common-sense view and from 
the general hatred for anything of the nature of 
monopoly these days, however, it appears to me 
now, without delving into the subject, that one 
class for one man, particularly where that class 
is world-wide, is sufficient. A boxer, of course, 
if he would meet and defeat every bona-fide 
challenger in each of two or three classes, could 
not be regarded otherwise than as champion of 
them : but no one man, especially in such times 
as the present, when volumes of scratching and 
argument are prefatory to every contest, is prac- 
tically capable of such doing. If some very am- 
bitious scrapper should try if, he would find he 
would have no time to carouse about the coun- 
try in the show business. Yet Fitz Las come 
nearer tilling the bill than anyone else. 



“Kill” McCoy, the recent conqueror of Tom 
Ryan, claims the American “ middleweight 
championship, bar Fitzsimmons,” and he claims 
it, it seems to me, without a shadow of right. 
He appears to base his title on the defeat of 
Ryan. R.van, however, has just emerged from 
the welters, never having defeated a middle- 
weight of any pretentions of top-of-the-heap 
distinction, and such being the case, he: had 
nothing to pass over to the “Kid” that would 
give the latter any right to call himself champ- 
ion. 

Immediately after McCoy knocked out Dick 
Moore in six rounds, September 2, 1895, he wrote 
me a challenge to Dan Creedou, which was pub- 
lished and copied into eastern papers, and soon 
after the Kid embarked for England, entirely 
bent on getting a match there with Creedon. 
He said Fitz had promised him his interest in 
in the middleweight class. But McCoy did not 
seem to take very well aoross the pond, and 
what little interest he created for himself faded 
altogether when he lost a decision to Ted White 
in a ten round preliminary. Londoners did not 
judge that he merited a match with Creedon. 

Soon after McCoy came back and has recently 
been claiming the middleweight championship. 
Col. Hopkins has just cabled to Dan to come 
home, purposely to meet McCoy, and if the 
latter still remains willing the men will be 
matched to see who is new middleweight 
champion.
